We publish elsewhere the testi-
mony in the casg of the State va,
Wm. Morrow for the murder of
Dick Overton. The cuse was con-
clode! Saturday, December 20th,
It went to the jury immediately be-
fore the adjournment for dinner
that day. On the re-nssembling of
the court at 1:80 o'clock the jury
asked for an explanation of the
Judge’s charge concerning the iden-
tification of the body that was
found in Bellamy's cave as that of
Dick Overton. When this had been
given the jury retired for another
half hour and then returned with
the wverdict *‘guilty of murder in
the first degree.””

On Moonday, December 22d, Judge
Tyler sentenced Wm. Morrow to
be hung on the 80th day of January
for the murder of Owverton, and
Ransom Morrow, P. F. Bellamy
and Wm, Morrow to imprisonment
for life in the penitentiary for the
murder of Brown.

Appeals having boen taken to
the Supreme Court in botlh cases,
the prisoners were carried to Nash-
ville by steamer Tuesday, Decem-
ber 23d, where they will be held to
await the decision of that tribunal,
The Montgomery 2zounty docket in
the Supreme Court will be taken up
in January. If Bill Morrow’s case
is reached before the 80lth and the
judgment of the court below affirm-
ed, he may be executed on that day.
It is more likely that the Bupreme
Court will extend the time, how-
ever, and that the execution will
not tuke place before March at the
earliest. If this case, and (he one
in which Ransom Morrow and Dr,
Bellamy are concerned, are all re-
manded for new trials, they will
come up agnin at the April term of
the Montgomery county Criminal
Court. If the Supreme Court takes
action on them in time, it will be
possible for them to be heard agnin
at the January term ol the Crimi-
nal Court, provided it is extended
into February.

There is still another indictment
pending against Bill Morrow for
house-burning on which he will
have to stand a trial if he ever sue-
ceeeds in getting rid of the two
eases in whieh he has been con-
nected and rentenced.
